Nash  tells 
biography 
with 


An  autobiographical  sketch  in 
light  verse  was  presented  to  the 
BYU  studentbody  by  Ogden 
Nash  Monday  at  the  forum  as- 
sembly. 

Commenting  upon  his  well- 
known  style  of  verse,  Mr.  Nash 
said  it  was  an  attempt  to  con- 
ceal his  lack  of  originality  — 
what  he  writes  about  has  been 
said  before,  but  never  in  his  par- 
ticular way. 

MR.  NASH  was  launched  in 
his  career,  he  explained,  one  hot 
afternoon  when  he  composed  a 
verse  about  his  job,  mutilating 
the  English  language,  and  in- 
stead of  throwing  this  verse 
away  “like  a normal  person,” 
he  sent  it  in  and  received  a 
check  and  a .note  asking  ro  more 
of  the  same. 

MOST  OF  Mr.  Nash’s  address 
was  devoted  to  reading  his 
verse.  His  autobiographical 
sketch  started  with  a poem  on 
marriage,  followed  by  a piece 
on  his  fierce  pride  at  becoming 
a father  for  the  first  time. 

In  verse,  Mr.  Nash  took  the 
assembly  through  his  children’s 
growing  phases  with  a verse  on « 
a beginning  piano  student  and 
a verse  written  from  the  child’s 
point  of  view,  “I  have  a little 
daddy  who  goes  in  and  out  with 
me.  . ...”

M.  Romney 
to  address 
devotional 

Elder  Marion  G.  Romney, 
member  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve,  will  address  the  Wed- 
nesday Devotional  at  10  a.m.  in 
Smith  Fieldhouse. 

Elder  Romney  has  been  one 
of  the  guiding  personalities  be- 
hind the  Church’s  Welfare  Plan 
almost  since  the  inception  of 
the  program  in  1936. 

IN  JUNE,  1941,  he  was  named 
assistant  managing  director  of 
the  church-wide  program  and 
held  this  position  until  June  27, 
1959,  when  he  was  appointed 
general  chairman. 

Elder  Romney  was  born  Sept. 
19,  1897,  in  Colonia  Juarez, 
Mexico,  of  American  parents.  A 
few  years  after  revolutionary 
activities  forced  his  parents  and 
many  other  Americans  to  flee 
Mexico,  his  father  was  made 
president  of  Ricks  Junior  Col- 
lege at  Rexburg,  Idaho,  from 
which  Elder  Romney  graduated 
in  1920. 

HE  CONTINUED  his  educa- 
tion at  the  University  of  Utah, 
was  graduated  with  a B.S.  de- 
gree in  1926  and  received  his 
LL.B.  degree  in  1932. 

He  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
and  practiced  law  in  Salt  Lake 
City  11  years,  during  which  he 
served  respectively  as  assistant 
county  attorney,  assistant  dis- 
trict attorney  and  assistant  city 
attorney.  He  also  served  a term 
in  ,the  state  legislature,  1935-36. 

HE  FILLED  a mission  for  the 
Church  in  Australia.  He  was 
bishop  of  the  Salt  Lake  33rd 
Ward  in  1935,  and  from  that  po- 
sition was  chosen  president  of 
Bonneville  Stake  in  1938.  On 
April  6,  1941,  he  was  chosen  an 
Assistant  to  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve,  where  he  served  10 
years  until  his  call  to  apostle- 
ship  in  Oct.,  1951. 

He  married  Ida  Jensen  in  the 
Salt  Lake  Temple  Sept.  12,  1924. 
They  have  two  sons.

Spirit,  finesse 
boost  success 
of  symphony

The  Utah  Symphony  Orches- 
tra presented  another  fine  con- 
cert before  a very  appreciative 
and  enthusiastic  audience. 

THE  CONCERT  opened  with 
“Overture  to  ‘Oberon’  ” by  Web- 
er. This  work  is  one  of  the  most 
popular  numbers  in  symphonic 
literature  and  was  performed 
with  spirit,  precision  and  finesse 
under  the  direction  of  Maurice 
Abravanel. 

The  next  work  performed  was 
Tchaikovsky’s  Symphony  No.  6 
in  B minor  (Pathetique).  It  con- 
tains numerous  ensemble  diffi- 
culties with  regard  to  balance, 
intonation  and  rhythmic  preci- 
sion. These  cannot  be  complete- 
ly overcome  by  an  organization.' 
However,  Mr.  Abravanel’s  ren- 
dition of  the  “Pathetique”  lacked 
a luster  and  excitement  for  oth- 
er reasons.  His  tempos  and  dy- 
namics «*vere  too  restrained  to 
be  really  convincing  and  emo- 
tionally moving. 

THE  SECOND  half  of  the  pro- 
gram consisted  of  three  works 
depicting  what  can  be  termed  a 
real  American  spirit.  “Our  Town 
Suite”  by  Aaron  Copland  was 
unfamiliar  to  many  symphonic 
listeners,  but  proved  to  be  very 
melodic  and  pleasantly  beauti- 
ful. 

Another  work  by  Copland  en- 
titled “A  Lincoln  Portrait”  was 
appropriately  chosen  for  this 
concert.  It  may  have  been  the 
most  moving  work  of  the  entire 
concert.  John  Nicolaysen  gave 
an  excellent  narration  of  ex- 
cerpts from  some  of  Lincoln’s 
addresses.
